William Henry Lynch. Picturesque 
Schoolman 


A number of Missouri 
states­ 
men have had expressive sobri­ 
quets bestowed on them by Mis-j 
souri newspapers for their 
con­ 
tributions to the State and nation, 
but few schoolmen have been thus 
recognized to such an extent 
os 
William Henry Lynch, an unusual 
educator who is known variously 
as “the Grand Old Man”, “Pioneer 
Educator of the Ozarks”, and the 
“Old Educational Warrior”. 
For 
six decades this picturesque edu­ 
cation promotor served the edu­ 
cational needs of the Ozarks and 
Southwest 
Missouri. 
As “school 
visitor” for the 
fourth 
normal 
school district he 
visited 
every 
school of consequence in twenty- 
one counties, encouraged teachers, 
inspired 
pupils 
and 
educated 
school boards. 
William Henry Lynch was born 
on a farm near Houston, 
Texas 
county, Missouri, on September 6. 
1839. ninety-nine years ago 
this 
week 
Little data exists concern­ 
ing his early life and education. 
He was one of the pioneer school­ 
men who received his elementary 
training from his parents and then 
began teaching in a rural school. 
With the outbreak of the war 
he joined the Union forces, 
and 
served until the end of the con­ 
flict. lighting with the 32nd Mis­ 
souri regiment where he rose to 
the rank of captain. 
Lynch 
was 
with Sherman on his “march to 
the sea”, after which his company 
marched north to Washington. D. 
C., and from there to 
Louisville, 
Kentucky. 
There, on 
July 
4, 
when General Sherman delivered 
his farewell address to his troops, 
Captain Lynch was regimental of­ 
ficer of the day. 
Returning to St. 
Louis, he was mustered 
out 
of 
service at Benton 
Barracks 
on 
July 22, 1865 
Immediately after his discharge 
from the army he went to Colum­ 
bia, Missouri, and entered 
the 
university, where he was 
espe­ 
cially interested in studies of the 
classics, languages, and 
mathe­ 
matics. 
He also became quite ac­ 
tive in the University Athenaean 
Literary society. 
In 1866, 
after 
having been a university student 
for one year, he left to 
become 
the principal 
of 
the 
Steelville 
academy. 
Apparently he return­ 
ed to the university during vaca­ 
tio n s for he was able to take 
a 
master of arts dgree in 1868 Liter 
he q>ent one summer at Harvard. 
Lynch’s real career as a teach­ 
er «nd school administrator began 
in 1866 while he was at the acad­ 
emy at Steelville. 
in 
Crawford 
county. 
He became superintend­ 
ent of schools at Salem, Missouri, 
in 1873. and later served in 
that 


capacity at Mountain Grove, West 
Plains, Cabool, and Ozark, going 
from the lattor to the 
Southwest 
Missouri State Teachers 
College 
at Springfield. 
Here for fourteen 
years he promoted the cause 
of 
education in southwest Missouri. 
His special function on the staff 
of the teachers college was that of 
“school visitor.” During an era of 
few automobiles and 
few 
tele­ 
phones in rural homes it was his 
task to visit the schools and en­ 
courage promising young persons 
to go to college, preferably to the 
normal school at Springfield. 
At 
the end of his second 
year 
the 
board of regents asked Lynch to 
cease his activities for a time as 
the capacity of the 
school 
had 
been reached. When only six years 
old the normal school had an en­ 
rollment of 1,200. 
Lynch was the friend 
of 
all 
newspaper men and is 
generally 
given credit for having promoted 
the use of newspapers in the class­ 
room. 
He often said: “The news­ 
papers and the public schools are 
the universities 
of 
the 
people. ( 
Every person who can read 
the 
Lord’s prayer 
should 
take 
his 
home paper.” 
Few schoolmen have had a wid­ 
er range of interests than Lynch, 
who held membership in 
many 
fraternal and public organizations. 
The new elementary 
school 
at 
Salem was named in his honor, 
and the Ozark press association 
presented to the Southwest Mis­ 
souri State Teachers 
College 
a 
bronze memorial tablet 
bearing 
his name and the date of his birth 
and death. 
William Henry Lynch wrote no 
books, neither did he expound a 
new philosophy of education, yet 
in moral and ethical influence he 
is recognized as a man of 
out- j 
standing importance in the history | 
of public schools in the Ozarks. 
He died at Springfield, Missouri, 
on September 29. 1924.

New Madrid 
County 
farmers 
arc again urged to be on the look­ 
out for sleeping sickness among 
their horses and mules, says Coun­ 
ty Agent Broom. 
It is not 
in­ 
tended to unduly alarm or panic 
farmers of the county concerning 
this disease, but there has already 
been an outbreak in the county 
and it is simply good insurance 
to be on the lookout. Only in this 
way can a serious loss be 
pre­ 
vented. 
Flys and mosquitoes are 
the chief carriers. 
Therefore, it 
is possible that 
it 
may 
appear 
again, 
until 
frost 
time. 
Mos­ 
quitoes, particularly, are bad 
at 
this time since showers have been 
quite frequent. 
No 
two 
cases 
have exactly the same symptoms 
according to those who have had 
experience with the sleeping sick­ 
ness. 
However, 
the 
following 
symptoms may be expected and 
are the more common: 
Dullness, 
sluggishness, 
drowsiness, 
eyes 
tending to close; inability to con­ 
trol limbs when moving, as front i ina 1 to drink as much 
feet may cross each other or hind 
feet may not travel in same 
di­ 
rection as animal is moving. Ani­ 
mal may act as if it were about to 
sit down carrying most 
of 
the 
weight on the hind legs. 
If any 
of these 
symptoms 
are 
noted, 
temperature should be taken 
at 


cians thermometer, which 
every 
home should have. 
If 
tempera­ 
ture is above 101 Va, call a compet­ 
ent veterinarian at once. 


NECESSARY TREATMENT 


Until he arrives proceed as fol­ 
lows: Give every 
hour 
all 
the 
cool, fresh water the animal 
will 
drink, for 24 hours per day. 
Get 
animal in a cool, dark large box 
stall if possible, where it will be 
away from flies and mosquitoes 
if stall Is not av ailable, get animal 
in the shade of a tree and build 
an extemporized box stall around 
it. so it can be left loose 
if 
no 
tree is available, put 
up 
some 
stakes and stretch some muslin 
canvas or burlap to provide shade 
Supply plenty of straw for bed­ 
ding, so if animal lies down, it 
will not injure its head, body or 
limbs while threshing about. Spray 
frequently with a good fly spray 
to keep flies and mosquitoes away 
Feed some green corn stalks, cut 
fresh and each feeding. Husk out 
the ears, giving only stalks 
and 
husks. 
Such feed 
is 
palatable 
and succulent. 
If the animal does 
not eat well, it is 
advisable 
to 
give some black strap molasses in 
the water, to 
sustain 
strength 
Do not give much grain. 
When 
your veterinarian does arrive fol­ 
low his instructions. 
Paralysis of 
the throat usually developes in 24 
to 36 hours and because of 
the 
high fever—usually from 103 to 
105 it is important to get the ani- 
water 
as 
possible before it becomes unable 
to swallow, after that water at 
about 100° F. should be given by 
rectum about every 
2 hours—a 
gallon or two at u time—to help 
cool the fever 
and 
to 
prevent 
further drying out of the 
body. 
When the animal goes down make 
no effort to get it up but 
keep 


plenty of bedding about and turn 
the animal over 3 or 4 times 
a 
day, to prevent bed sores and to 
make it more comfortable. Cool 
water sponged over the neck and 
head, until the animal 
becomes 
used to it and will tolerate an ice 
pack no top of the head, is con­ 
sidered helpful, but Dr. Starkey 
and most other experienced veter- 
inatians advise against giving any 
Simulants, diuretics or cathartics. 
They usually clean out the bowels 
with an enema at the start, and 
if necessary reach in 
with 
the 
arm and rake the dry faeces out; 
but no physic is given by the most 
successful practicioners. Recovery 
may or may not occur, as the virus 
in the blood stream attacks

nerve tissue of the spinal cord and 
brain and the outcome

by keeping flies and

KF of the major problems of 
moat communities is sewage dis­ 
posal aud its evil attendant, stream 
pollution. Samuel Raker, Director of 
Civil Engineering. International Cor­ 
respondence Schools. Scranton, Pa., 
points out that the movement for 
abatement of stream pollution is 
being widely adopted aa a part of 
community planning. 
Raker explains that before long 
moat states will very likely compel 
the construction of sewage disposal 
plants. He suggests now is the ideal 
time for communities with this prob­ 
lem to provide a satisfactory treat­ 
ment plant. Money is available from 
taxes and public bonds at low rates 
of Interest, according to Baker, and 
until September 30, grants up to 
45 per cent of the coat of the project 
are available through the Public 
Works Administration. 
While the usual method of sewage 
disposal is to empty the waste into 
streams. snch pollution can be pre­ 
vented by the community which pro­ 


vides a plant for treating the waste. 
The process is easily understood as 
explained by Baker. 
Raw sewage from the street first 
enters a screen chamber at the high­ 
est level of the plant where such 
large solids as sticks or garbage are 
filtered out on a screen From there 
the sewage flows into an Imhoff tank 
through which it passes slowly so 
that moat of the smaller solids settle 
out by gravity. On the bottom of the 
tank la formed a mud-like deposit 
known as sludge. During the six or 
seven months that the sludge re­ 
mains In the tank it is acted upon 
by bacteria which remove its un­ 
pleasant and harmful properties. 
The harmless sludge Is piped into 
a greenhouse, easily recognized In 
tho picture, where it is spread out 
for drying and subsequent disposal 
as fertilizer. Contrary to its appear­ 
ance the structure wbich resembles 
a greenhouse is used entirely aa a 
drying house. 
From the Imhoff tank, the partial­ 
ly clarified sewage flows Into a cham­ 


ber containing a siphon that regu­ 
lates the flow of sewage into a dis­ 
tributor with four arms which rotate 
slowly over a filter. Each arm con­ 
tains small openings over its entire 
length and. as the sewage flows out 
of the holes, the arms are caused to 
rotate. The sewage drops onto the 
filter and trickles through a layer 
of broken stone. This layer retains 
the fine solid material that Is still 
in the sewage and many of the bac­ 
teria. 
The liquid that comes out of the 
filter and also the liquid from the 
sludge-drying beds flow’s to a con­ 
tact tank, where It i9 disinfected by 
means of liquid chlorine that kills 
all bacteria. The flow of chlorine is 
controlled by apparatus located in 
a chemical laboratory, w’here vari­ 
ous tests are also made to determine 
the condition of the sewage at each 
step of the treatment process. The
